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Test to Treat (T2T7)

Maryland pharmacies and health partners are participating in
the federal Test to Treat (T2T) initiative to expand access to
potentially life-saving COVID-19 treatments for all residents.

At T2T sites, people can get a rapid COVID-19 test and — if they test positive
and treatments are appropriate for them — immediately receive a prescription
and have it filled all at one location. There may be a charge associated with
these services.

Test to Treat sites in Maryland are listed on the T2T locator, published by
the U.S. Department of Health and Human Services (HHS), along with other
pharmacies in Maryland that can dispense treatments.

Don’t wait to get treatment.

Oral antiviral treatments are only effective if started
within the first S days of illness, and are only available
by prescription.
